IMPROVEIIIENT TAXES 
BINDING ON OWNERS 


No Remission for Years Work 
Was Not Done, Oliphant 
Avenue People Hear 


TTie property-owners on Oliphant 
svenuo had a conference with the spe¬ 
cial committee of the city council yes¬ 
terday afternoon at which there was 
taken up the question of the objection 
of the owners to paying their assess¬ 
ments for local Improvements carried 
out on that street. It resulted In the 
committee offering to report in favor 
of putting In a surface drain out of 
general revenue. 

From the record of the work In the 
city clerk's ofllt'e It appears that on 
Rsptember 21, 1908. a resolution a'ss 
adopted that the work be undertaken 
of grading, macadamising and drain¬ 
ing this street; that on NovenYber 30 
the engineer and assessor made the 
usual report: that on December 2 the 
w<»rk was advertised; that on Decem¬ 
ber 21 the assessor repof^ted that there 
was no adverse petition and on motion 
of Alderman Henderson and Alderman 
Oleaaon an authorisation by-law w'as 
pul through on February 1, 1909; that 
oh December II. 1910, the work was re¬ 
ported by the engineer and assessor as 
complete and the assesament by-law 
was finally passed fifteen days later. 

Thomas Jaliand said that In spite of 
this record the roadway was not com¬ 
pleted until last fall, and that as a 
matter of fact the a-ork under the by¬ 
law' was not yet finished, there being 
no surface drains. He said the owners 
had petitioned for an asphalt surface 
in 1909 before the w’ork was com¬ 
menced. and a petition In December, 
1912, was the third at least that had 
been sent In. Although the by-law 
had licen closed up In 1910 rock had not 
been placed on the roadway until 1911, 
and when It was put on It lay without 
a surface application for two years, 
rendering the street Impassable for 
Vehicles. The city was attempting to 
tax the people for work that was not 
done In the years assessments covered 
and for a finished work that was not 
yet done. 

Mayor Stewart explained that It had 
Ix^en found Impossible to get the con¬ 
sent of the lieutenant-govemor-tn- 
council to close up (he original by-law 
and give the peofde asphalt, and so 
the work had had to proceed under the 
by-law as macadam. 

City Solicitor Rol>ertson gave It as 
Ids ftpinion that the work has not yet 
l>een finished because the surface drain 
lidH nrd l»een put In. and he admitted 
that there was an Irregularity In that 
the r’onsent of the lleutenant-governor- 
in-councll to cictse up the by-law l>efore 
the work was done had never been ob¬ 
tained. Mr. Robertson held, however, 
that any defects wer*' cured by the fact 
that once debentures were issued to 
pay . for anj* work and Interest had been 
l»ald for i»ne year the by-law* is binding 

n all concerned. 

Some discussion arose as to what was 
riieant by draining the street, the own¬ 
ers maintaining that this could only 
mean surface drains, while siime of the 
members of the committee had another 
■ipinlon. J. S. Adam, of the city en- 
-fineer's office. Informed the committee 
that the department had understood 
that all that was meant was the 
carrying off of the storm water, and 
Uiis was provided for by there being a 
grade down towards Cook street. 

"What do you expect us to do with 
th-* surface water off our proi>ertles 
•hen?" oskeil Mr. Jaliand. “We are 
n/>t all(»wed to drain that or the kitchen 
■-iinks into the sewers, and all that 
water is lying In the soil on each side 
of the street. The sanitary condition 
is very bad In some cases." 

Thomas J. Thompson declared that 
until the work called for In the by-law 
was done he W'ould not pay his assess¬ 
ments. but when It was he would do 
so. 

Aid. McNeill pointi^l out that the 
council could not remit any taxes, as 
the ow'ners wished them to do. He also 
reminded some of them who bought 
under agreements binding the vendor 
to pay the taxes up to the date of 
sale that the council could not be ex¬ 
pected to protect them. 

In the end. on the motion of Aid. 
McNeill, it was decided to recommend 
that surface drains be put in. a work 
which will cost about $1,400. The an¬ 
nual assessments anlnst thA nmnAv*.

Prince Alexander of Teck and his 
consort. Princess Alice of Albany, will 
be accorded a genuinely hearty wel¬ 
come to Canada, not atilr because of 
their close relation to the relgnlns 
house but because of the many amlaMe 
qualities which have won for them 
widespread popularity among the peo¬ 
ple of the home land. Ttiej’ are esteem¬ 
ed for their unassuming dispositions, 
their unaffected Interest In the condi¬ 
tion of the plain people and tbelr . as¬ 
sociation with philanthropic move¬ 
ments of different kinds. It is In this 
sphere more than within the radius of 
that bright light which beats upon the 
throne that Prince Alexander Is more 
frequently found. Like the Duke of 
Connaught, whom he will succeed, he 
has had a soldier's training and ex¬ 
perience. and like him, too, he won ad¬ 
vancement on his merits and not be¬ 
cause he was brother of Britain s 
prospective queen. 

There is little doubt that It originally 
was intended that Prince Arthur of 
Connaught would succeed his father at 
PIdeau Hall, but the suggestion was 
r.ot received very cordially in all quart¬ 
ers in Canada. It smacked too much of 
the hereditary prindplf.' and. It wasj 
feared, would lead to a movement for 
the transplanting of an hereditary ar¬ 
istocracy In this country, a condition 
which might please a few parvenu 
snobs, but which would be repugnant 
to the Canadian people gener^ly. We 
question If even the present arrange¬ 
ment of making one pri.nce of .the blood 
succeed another will be altogether 
palatabW. aside from the acknowledged 
virtues and democratic qualities df the 
royal personages cotlremed. It la the 
man Canada want.s; not the prince. A 
distinguished commoner, ennoWed by 
the union of exceptional taJenta and 
high character, would be a popuUr ap¬ 
pointment and a not Unwelcome varia¬ 
tion from the rule which Implies that 
a title is necessary to compliment and 
impress more fittingly the people of 
this Dominion. Undoubtedly titles are 
Important factors In the relations be¬ 
tween the vice-regal auth 9 rlty and 
subjects of His Majesty. In some of 
the dependencies, such, for instance, as 
India, where caste rules with unbend¬ 
ing rigidity, where rajahs and ifiaha- 
rajahs In glittering, bejewell^ splepdor 
preside, nominally, over their various 
principalities; but Canada . needs no 
such accessories to heighten her re¬ 
spect and deference for the representa¬ 
tive of the throne. 


are strangled by taxation for the bene¬ 
fit of British manufacturers, that the 
native children are denied the benefita 
of education because ignorance, best 
suits the purpose of the dominant race, 
and that India is drained of her w’ealth 
steadily and relentlessly for the ag¬ 
grandizement of outsiders who control 
her destinies. 

There Is no doubt that an agitation 
based on these allegations is being con¬ 
ducted not only outside of India but 
amongst at least a section of the In¬ 
dians at home, and there Is Just as 
little doubt respecting the object of it; 
Whether the agitators have succeeded 
in sowing the seeds of a discontent 
which verges on sedition throughout 
all parts of India or whether it Is con¬ 
fined to the aggressive element which 
is represented on this coast because of 
its deiire to gain a foothold in a new 
land it is difficult to say, although 
there is no doubt that the movement is 
causing some concern In the minds of 
those responsible for the future of the 
country. 

One significant feature of the agita¬ 
tion w’hlch has been proceeding here 
for some time Is the fact that a ship 
is about due with several hundred Hindu 
Immigrants on board. The Times's 
visitors frankly admitted that the ob¬ 
ject of the charterer of that ship is to 
apply a final test as to the rights of 
Hindus as British subjects in a British 
country. The director of the move¬ 
ment Is a millionaire East Indian. His 
mind is said to be fun of resentment 
because of treatment accorded him by 
Immigration officials when he once 
asserted his right to step ashore at a 
British Columbia port. What action 
this irate Hindu will take when his 
cargo Is refused a landing, as assuredly 
It will be, must remain for the present 
a matter of Interesting speculation. 
But the denouement will be loo>ked for 
with some anxiety by those whose chief 
concern Is the Internal condition of 
India. 


SCARCELY AN ANSWER. 


HINDUS* 


RIGHTS AS BRITISH 
SUBJECTS. 


If the feelings of members of the 
Hindu colony in British Colombia to¬ 
wards the British empire are shared 
even in a modified degree by the masses 
of the people of India, there Is ground 
for apprehension that there may be 
trouble In store for the rulers of the 
great eastern dependency. 

The Times warhonored yesterday by 
a visit from two intelligent representa¬ 
tives of the Hindu settlers in this city, 
men who can read the English lan¬ 
guage and express themselves In It 
with force, even with fire on occasion, 
we should say. These men are filled 
with resentment not only against Can¬ 
ada and Australia for the alleged con¬ 
tumely to which their race has been 
subjected although claiming the rights 
and privileges of British subjects, but 
against the British government Itself 
on account of the disabilities to which 
the natives of India are subjected. In 
order, it Is claimed, that they may be 
kept permanently in their present posi¬ 
tion of subjection and inferiority. 
Whatever the truth may be in regard 
to these grievances, there Is no ques¬ 
tion that the Hindus here are burning 
with all the fire in their fierce natures 
at the thought of them. They are 
armed with what they believe to be 
facts, gathered from the writings of 
many whom they claim to be authori¬ 
ties, coDOeming these disabilities. They 
esn pTOTS to their own satisfaction 
from the data In their possession that 
the natural Industries of their country

CALCULATEDLY CALLOUS. 


There is this to be said In favor of 
the Die-Hards: They are not In the 
least afraid of revealing the real mo¬ 
tives for their opposition to home rule. 
The Pall Mall Gazette, owned by a 
former American citizen who In the 
very nature bf things hardly can be 
imbued with the spirit which moves the 
men who oppose home rule on prin¬ 
ciple, admits the popularity of the gov¬ 
ernment’s general programme and says 
the situation only can be met by an 
uprising in Ulster and the establish¬ 
ment of a provisional government. 
Now what Is the interpretation of this 
frank but coldblooded suggestion? The 
donestlc policy of the Asquith admin¬ 
istration Is so completely In the best 
interests of the masses of the people 
that any direct attempt to oppose II 
would be futile and disastrous to the 
opposition. Consequently, there Is no 
hope for the Die-Hards In that direc¬ 
tion. But they covet power, and more 
than power they desire to frustrate the 
government’s policy of domestic re¬ 
form. In order to attain these ends, 
based upon greed and selfishness, th»'y 
are prepared to incite their dupes in 
Ireland to rebellion. They have organ¬ 
ized an army with this end in view, 
and they have collected funds, smug¬ 
gled weapons and placed them in the 
hands of their tools, whom they will 
Inflame to the point of the shedding of 
blood. In short, the country is so proa- 
perous and the policy of the govern¬ 
ment la so popular that there la no 
chance of attaining power except at a 
price so terrible that the mere thouglit 
of It Is shocking beyond description, 
and yet the Die-Hards are prepared to 
Incur the responsibility of precipitat¬ 
ing civil war with all Its horrors In tlw 
forlorn hope that the government may 
In that wshg be defeated and the pro¬ 
gress of domestic reform be temporar¬ 
ily blocked. 


PESSIMISM? 


The cjilef government newspaper 
apologist charges Mr. Brewster with 
pessimism. This, at any rate, Is a 
welcome variation from the usual key, 
which has been an accusation of lack 
of patriotism In everyone who bad the 
temerity to criticize the policy of the 
administration. Incidentally pessim¬ 
ism receives a new definition. Those 
who disapprove of land maladministra¬ 
tion and advocate an enlightened policy 
of colonization and settlement are 
pessimists. Those who condone the 
recognized practice” of parcelling land 
out to speculators In violation of the 
law to the detriment of settlement are 
optimists. When we deplore the fact 
that this province Imports annually 
120 , 000,000 worth of food products which 
can be raised within its boundaries and 
demand the application of remedies we 
are pessimists. Our contemporary, 
however, which declares that the gov¬ 
ernment has no responsibility In the 
matter and can do nothing to stimu¬ 
late production is a buoyant optimist, 
or shall we say, a fiambuoyant optimist, 
Criticism of a policy of reckless ex¬ 
penditure which has raised the debt 
of the province to 118,000,000. we pre¬ 
sume. under the new definition, is dark, 
brooding pessimism. Optimism con¬ 
sists of warmly approving an outlay of 
$7,000,000 In excess of the estimated 
revenue, especially when the optimist 
has Its own hands in the public treas¬ 
ury up to the elbow. 

If Mr. Brewster Is a pessimist in ex¬ 
pressing the fear that this province 
may be called upon to meet the Inter¬ 
est charges in consequence of Its 
gigantic railway liability he la In par¬ 
ticularly good company. The exposure 
by Mr. Borden of the financial standing 
of the Canadian Northern Railroad 
company has sent a chill dowa the 
back of every provincial premier whoec 
government has guaranteed the com¬ 
pany's bonds. Besides, was It not the 
morning paper which assured us that 
the provincial credit was so Interlocked 
with that of this road that H was a 
case of swim or sink togetbsrT^and, 
horror of horrora In not this admission 
a manifestation of pessimism on the 
part of our optimistic contemporary?

Five 
years before, after tlie conclusion of ^ 
the Mexk-an war. the I'nited States | 
had made a treaty with Its neighUtring 
republic whereby ihe Stars and Stri|)e8 
wore h(»l8(e<! above a vast stretch of 
countr>’ extending fr«>m the R«M*ky 
mountains and Texas to the Paclflc 
coast, and including Arisuna. New 
Mexico, t^tah. Nevada. California-and 
a part of ('olorado. It was the opin¬ 
ion of Walker—shared by many Cali¬ 
fornians of that day—timt the United 
States should have annexed the whole 
of Mexico and Central .\merica. instead 
of a mere tract of 700,000 square miles, 
and he set out to remedy this mistake. 
At the head of an army of 170 men he 
set out to effect the conquest of the 
Mexican state of Sonora, which tie 
pniposed to use as a base of operations 
against the remainder of lt>e country. 
Tlie scheme was a dismal failure, and 
Walker then decided to annex Central 
America first and the Mexican republic 
later. 

Nicaragua was chosen as (he scene 
of operations. That countr>’ was en¬ 
joying a revolution, and the “demo¬ 
cratic” chief Castellon. who was mak¬ 
ing war on the president. Chsmorm. 
invited Walker (o come to Ids assist* 
<ince. promising him a large grant of 
land if the rebellion was successful. In 
1 MU> Walker landed at Reslejo with 
sixty-eight men. raised a native force, 
captured Granada, the capltsl. and 
made himself president. His rule was 
ferocious and arbitrary, and. although 
his government w'as re<'ognl^ed by 
Presilent Pierce, the filibuster soon had 
to riee the country and seek refuge on 
a ITnited States vessel, although he 
iiurned the capital city before leaving. 
Later he returned to Nicaragua, but 
8 iM)n turned his attention to Honduras, 
where he took the fort at Truxillo, pro¬ 
claiming (hat he made a*ar nn the gov¬ 
ernment. not (he people, of Honduras. 
He was captured b)' a British w’arshlp 
and turned over to the Honduras gov¬ 
ernment. In September. 1860. his career 
came to its logical conclusion w’hen he 
fn^ed a flring-squad of barefooted 
soldiers, and. with his back to an adobe 
wall, shoutefl with his last breath a 
defiance to the ‘'greasers."

of a century ago he entered the cabi¬ 
net of Sir William Whiteway. In 1895 
he went to Ottawa us a delegate to 
discuss confederation terms tor the en¬ 
trance of Newfoundland Into the I>o- 
minlon of Canada. When the Domin¬ 
ion was launched In 1837 Newfound¬ 
land held aloof, but in 1895 the colony 
was in sore straits and knocked at 
Miss Canada's door, asking admittance. 
On that Important mission Mr. Morris 
was accompanied by Sr Roliert Bond, 
later his political opponent. Miss Can¬ 
ada may have been a bit cold to the 
advances of her island wooer. In any 
event, the deputation returned to St. 
John'if and told the people that they 
would have to get along as an Inde¬ 
pendent colony for a while longer. 
Since then the confederation scheme 
has occasionally been revived, but 
without effect, since Newfoundland »s 
now prosperous and progressive and 
getting along nicely. The American 
tourist crop, now numbering about 
6,000 a year, is a source of considerable 
profit, and some of the visitors have 
talked of the annexation of the colony

"Miss H(Klge has come to this coun-^ 
try with the Idea of Joining up Canada 
lo a women suffrage union for the do- j 
minions Overseas," explained Misaj 
Pethick to a representative of thej 
Times. "This movement was Instituted 
by Miss Hodge in conjunction with 
Miss Newcome, and It Is hoped that 
there will be a good response from this 
side, as of course It would help us 
vastly In England If Canada wo^ld 
press for the vote. And while speaking 
of the relations of the two countries, 
and the vital slgnlflcance of the atti¬ 
tude of women in one country where 
their position is concerned In the other. 

I would say that we had two or threS 
petitions from Vancouver, signed by 
many hundreds of women there, pro¬ 
testing against the forcible feeding of 
suffrage prisoners In England." 

Miss Pethlck was Interested to learn 
that a meeting is being held here this 
evening, under the auspices of the local 
suffrage organisation, to discuss the 
question of whether or not the time 
has come for militant methods here.
